The discussion did not proceed as ELEANOR had expected 
but instead the discussion centralized on how long and complicated 
the document was and Stow it could not be digested by listening*

on industry. There are very few comrades working in the major 
industrial plants. 

After this document has been read and discussed then 
the directives must be handed down to the section clubs and general 
membership in general. She stated it had been discussed and decider 
that a minimum of 300 members in the Los Angeles County must be 
shifted to major basic industries by January, 195k and that a 
minimum of 20 of these workers must come from the Moranda Smith 
Division. She stated that the Party did not mean small plants 
that only work 75 to 100 people* but that the Party meant the 
large steel plants, large rubber plants, auto plants, electrical,, 
aircraft, oil companies and teamsters, etc. She stated that all |p 
housewives that are not working will be visited and demanded that 
they get a job in a plant of one of these major industries . and 
that women with children must hire someone to take care of the 
children and she too must get one of these jobs. The employed 
women must change jobs to a major industry. Men operating small 
businesses will be a"sked to sell their business and get one of , 
these jobs. Employed comrades will be visited and instructed 
to change jobs to a major industry. ^2<^ f|j} 

Within the next six months at least 75 oer cent of 
Los Angeles County must be working in major industries. They 
must establish a foothold in the major industries and that when 
the comrades get into these plants they must proceed to join 
unions and play an active role therein. The unions they were 
most interested in were the right wing unions. -(fj) 

She stated one of the main objects for invading these 
major industrial plants was to influence the employees. They 
will make friends with as many employees as possible, hold 
conversations with them, and drop certain left wing and progressive 
ideas and shortly they will be able to find out the ones that

DOROTHY FRANK introduced Mrs* ROSE ROSENBERG, an attorney, who 
described the procedure of deportation. She stated first there is an in- 
vestigation by the FBI, After arrest the counsel is not allowed to see the 
evidence that is accumulated against the subject or ascertain who furnished 
information about him. The bond is usually 32,000, She stated, "All I ask 
you to do is to come down and see how your government decided who is to be 
deported." 

Mr, A. L, WIRIN of the American Civil I-iosrties Union, described 
how the authorities could hold a person without bail ir.ctefiriitely if this 
person happened to belong to an "organization that is on a list* In regard to 
the McCan-an Act, WIRIN urged to abolish discrimination in this act, to 
increase the rranigration quotas, give preference to a family and to displaced 
persons or to allow entrance from localities where there is racial or 
political persecution* He said the present McCarran Act can denaturalize a 
person for being affiliated with a subversive organization. The Attorney 
General can give immunity to a person if they are willing to tell what they 
know about subversive activity. He described the McCarran Act as a dangerous 
bill. 

Attorney LEO BRANT0N of the National Lawyers Guild spoke 
concerning the hundreds of persons who have been arrested as Communist, first 
the top leaders and now the government intends to arrest the second string 
Communists. He said this same law can be used against everyone on the basis 
that they have spoken up to have the constitution restored. He said none of 
those Communists arrested have been proven as one having committed violence. 

Dr. AARON A. HEIST spoke concerning changing the public 
psychology. He stated we are helping to build up fear of MCCARTHY by 
preaching about him and his isms. We should direct our efforts against the 
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committee not against MCCARTHY, the man. He said the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities is destroying our rights, freedoms and churches. He 
said we should support O'CONNOR LAMONT who had written "Courage is Contagious." 
In this book LAMONT portrays that the USA is leaning toward fascism and will 
become fascist unless we stop it.

Communists who have been prosecuted. She also urged that an inquiry be made 
concerning the SACB security board and to demand to know what they are doing.

Taxpayers do not have to take a "loyalty oath," if they claim 
no veteran or church exemption from county taxes. 

John R. Quinn, Los Angeles County tax assessor, made this fact 
clear today in a conference with Dr. Eason Monroe and A. L. Wirin, 
director and counsel fo,r the American Civil Liberties Union of 
Southern California. 

Quinn authorized the publication of the following instruction 
to "his assessing, agents: 

"Should any taxpayer who is not claiming the veteran or church 
exemption object to signing the jurat containing the clause regard- 
ing subversives, simply delete that part of the jurat by drawing a 
pencil line through that portion and noting under "Remarks" the ob- 
jection. Tour note—should be- b-riref artd~-only~feo-"t-he--o^-f-e-ot- thai—the 

assewsee has requested the deletion. No discussion concerning this 
is needed." 

Monroe and Wirin brought this question to Quinn's attention as 
a result of numerous complaints received at the ACLU office in Los 
Angeles that county assessing agents are not informing taxpayers 
that the new tax forms contain a loyalty oath. In some instances, 
ACLU has been informed, tax agents have insisted that taxpayers, 
whether or not they claim the special exemptions, must sign this oath. 

"The law does not require all taxpayWi to take a loyalty oath," 
insisted ACLU Attorney Wirin, "and think the assessor should make 
this fact -clear." Assessor Quinn agreed to the publication 6f his ~~~~~ 
own official ruling. 

The new tax oath is required in California for the first time 
this year, and results from a constitutional amendment approved by the 
voters in November, 1952. As construed by the California Legislature, 
veterans and churches are .the principal groups required to sign the 
new "non-subversive" oath.

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"We appreciate Mr. Quinn's willingness to clarify this matter. 
Many people who know that these so-called loyalty oaths are both de- 
ceptive and dangerous do not wish to sign them," ACLU director 
Monroe declared. "The tax assessing program must not become a drag- 
net operation to coerce our citizens into signing oaths which they 
don't have to sign." 

During recent weeks many local church leaders have expressed 
concern over the requirement that church boards sign the special oath 
to retain their tax exemption. Several churches in Los Angeles 
county have refused to sign the oath. Many others have protested 
the requirement. 

Qualified legal authorities have expressed doubt concerning the 
constitutionality of the oath requirement. 

Former Governor Earl Warren, among others, opposed this require- 
ment when it appeared on the California ballot in 1952 as Proposi- 
tion 5.

Eleven Los Angeles teachers have been summoned by the Board 
of Education and, under the Dilwor th Act and despite ten- 
ure, nine have been fired. Their cases are going to court. 

Dr. Harry Steinmetz , a member of the San D iego State College 
faculty for 23 years has been fired by the State Board of 
Education under the Luckel Act (legislative twin of the 
Dilworth Act, applicable to state employees). Dr . ^ Steinmetz » 
20 years of tenure are brushed aside by this political in- 
quiry. His case is in court... 

Clinton St. John*s case has met its first court test. Judge 
Robert Gardner of the Orange County Superior Court, in up- 
holding the Dilworth Act, has exposed the crux of the issue: 
"...When we accept public service... we must submit to a 
limited abridgment of the First .Amendment..," Can a person 
be both a teacher and a first-class citizen? Can a teacher 
both retain the security of tenure and enjoy the freedom and 
rights of other citizens? The Dilworth Act and Judge Gardner 
say NO. For the sake of professional security' and good 
schooTs, the higher courts may say YES. The St. John case is 
now before the Court of Appeals. 

Solly Rubenstein , vice-president and candidate for president of 
the Norwalk Teacher's Association; was given an outstanding 
recommendation for tenure by his principal. When questioned 
by the Board of Education as to his political beliefs, 
Mr. Rubenstein referred to his signing of the Levering Oath 
in 1951. Despite this, he was summarily suspended under the 
Dilworth Act. The threat to tenure and academic freedom has 
spread, in this case, to Los Angeles county. 

ACLU supports these constitutional tests of the Diwlroth and 
Luckel Acts. We urge your support (moral and financial) 
that teacher tenure and academic and poXitical freedom of 
teachers may be preserved in California. 



and submit to such questioning as the board considered proper. 

St. John refused to answer the questions. Such procedure, he 
said, "would victimize members of the teaching profession should 
their political views differ from others." He was dismissed from 
his teaching post. 

The American Civil Liberties Union has challenged this dismissal 
in the California courts. Our interest in the case stems neither 
from sympathy for this teacher, nor from antagonism toward his 
college board, nor from a tender concern for Communists or their 
sympathizers. 

ACLU opposes ALL forms of tyranny. For this reason we oppose 
the tyrannicaf authority which this board exercised under a tyran- 
nical law. We believe the Dilworth Act is clearly and dangerously 
unconstitutional: 

• It denies to public school teachers the rights of full citi- 
zenship guaranteed by the Bill of Rights; 

• it nullifies the protection of teacher tenure by introduc- 
ing a requirement for employment totally unrelated to 
teaching competence and integrity; 



O it makes teachers the targets of special political, social 
or educational interests; 

O it stifles all constructive effort to improve teachers' sal- 
aries and working conditions, to relieve overcrowded 
schools, to solve the growing teacher shortage, to attract 
young and competent people to the education field. 

ACLU is confident that the Dilworth Act will fall when tested in 
the courts. So much depends on the outcome of this case that we 
will carry it to the Supreme Court. 
It IS that important. . '

Dr. DUDLEY C. KALLOCH fuamished the following information 
on 9/&/$k to the -writer as an addition to that he had previously 
furnished this office (located 100-3267-292) ♦ 

Following the American Civil Liberties Union meeting on 
8/12/51i and KALLOCH 's subsequent resignation from the First Universalist 
Church at 8th and Crenshaw as a result thereof (100-3267-292) , G. DOUGLAS 
FRAZIER, pastor of the above church, called on KALLOCH on 9/7/5U regard- 
ing KALL0CH»s resignation. KALLOCH ,told him he resigned because he 
was shocked that a speech extoll ing J gssia and criticizing the United 
States as made by one LEO GALLAGHEH^t the above meeting at the church 
would be allowed and that no refuting remarks had been made even though 
the minister was there. 

FRAZIER replied to KALLOCH that he believed free speech' should 
be allowed and therefore felt anyone should be allowed to express his 
views, FRAZIER' s words appeared designed to show opposition to GALLAGHER'S 
speech, but his manner indicated that he was. angry at KALLOCH for KALLOCH 's 
stand on the matter.' FEAZIER indicated that he was against totalitarianism 
of any sort but frequently mentioned fascism as a menace. 

KALLOCH believes FRAZIER to be a clever fellow traveler based 
on several past conversations with him, although complainant could not 
specifically substantiate this.

"EASON MONROE , Executive Director of the 
local ACLU, spoke on 'Legal Implications of the 
Oath,' and related it to the, state of civil liber- 
ties in the U. So He presented the situation of 
three different students when confronted with the 
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loyalty certificate. Student 'A,' who had past 
assoc iation with a listed o rganiz at ion, through 
conviction, may or may not have continued his 
connection with it . He must so state on the 
certificate. He then may be subject to cross 
examination by the BOTC Department, the FBI, in- 
vestigating committees and possibly the univer- 
I sity adniinis t ratio n concerning his loyalties, 

I his friends, and his activity. He then can be 

' placed in a position where he has the choice of 

becoming an informer or being blacklisted in 
further employment or even indicted for contempt. 
Student »B ' has had only the remotest contact 
with a prescribed organization. He may have a 
friend who might be a member of something, or 
he may have attended a meeting once, or had some 
literature. Even though' he himself had never 
been interested in politics, a state subversive 
activities committee seldom makes such nice 
distinptions , and Student »B ' is faced with the 
same alternatives as Student 'Ac 1 

"Student 'C' has never had any contact 
with radical politics. He is simply concerned 
about protecting American traditions and free- 
doms. He feels that the oath is a violation of 
his rights under the First Amendment to the Con- 
stitution, and refuses to sign it. 

"^ONROE addressed himself to the po- 
tential ^student C ! s.» While. he did not wish 
to advise any particular student either to sign 
or not to sign, he pointed out that it was in the 
interests of anyone who decided not to sign the 
oath to get as large a group of no n- signers as 
he could.

"A letter to the Board of Regents of the 
University urged that they could eliminate "the 
worst effects of the law by dropping ROTC as a.

Some years ago 
when the faculty oath issue was raging , one of the 
phrases thrown around jokingly was, 'Gee, one of 
these days they are go ing to have an oath for 
students.'

"RQTC is not compulsory by Federal law. All 
Land Grant " colleges are required to have an ROTC 
program, but it is not compulsory.

"Regarding the Labor Youth League % We disa- 
gree^with the opinion of the Attorney General about 
our being' subversive. Furthermore, we disagree 
with the opinion of Rep. HARRY P» CATN as to our 
being controlled or directed by the.

"Ohe of the main points to be considered in 
\ a matter-of-fact dis cussion i s s > 'How effective is 
the certificate for preserving sedurity and rooting 
out subversives?' / 

"in the first place, there is so little se- 
curity risk concerned with the basic RO course 
that it isn't^rorfch talking about, and anyone 
going into advanced course gets a separate loyalty 
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screeningo In, addition, the non-signing or 
qualified -sighing students will still take the 
compulsory courses and receive the full treat- 
ment except for unif orms » So it seems that no 
leak of vital information is concerned and if it 
were the certificate wouldn't remedy it . 

"There is some talk "that Congress felt a 
duty to American taxpayers not to spend money on 
uniforms for people of questionable loyalty. 
What sense this make in relation to the ROTC and 
the certificate is beyond me , unless it is con- 
sidered purely in the light of vindic tivene ss, 
like decreeing that a!}.l foreigners are for- 
bidden to use the tax-financed sidewalks an4 must 
^walk in the gutters., 

"Will the Loyalty Certificates or any sirliiiar 
document, root out subversives? Well, imagine for 
a minute that you are a. subversive and that no 
one, not even the FBI, suspects that you are dis- 
loyal. Are you going to refuse to sign the d.&feti- 
ficate, thereby throwing suspicion on yourself? ,' 
Are you going to claim Constitutional privileges? 

"No, don't be stupid, Mr 0 Subversive I What 
you want to do is to keep hidden as long as 
possible, Xt is much better for you to inspire 
confidence in your loyalty, worm your way into 
influential positions and run the risk of per- 
jury charges rather than tipping your hand now„ 

"It is conceivable that a 'known' subversive 
might refuse to sign or might plead Constitutional 
privilege for fear of incriminating or perjuring 
himself. So what? The 'known' subversives are 
no great problem. The FBI and' 5 the Army can keep 
tabs on them with no difficulty. They can be 
kept out of advanced officer training at; any time 
by a single word from the FBI* Wasn't this certi- 
ficate supposed to weed out the disloyal, not 
merely embarrass them? 

"A logical consideration of facts seems to 
Show that toe certificate is not effective for 
nres'erving security or finding subversives', Thfe 
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unhappy fact is tha/b most of the non-signers and 
qualified-signers are probably not disloyal or 
subversive,. In fact they are conceivably more 
loyal* intelligent and courageous than many 
students who sign the certificate merely because 
it is the easiest thing to do „ 

"Some people feel that the certificate 
violates their Constitutional rights by asking 
them to list their .associations * This is a 
subtle way of limit ing ■ politic al association, 
whjlch the Constitution guarantees to be free. 
These people are being penalized for their ad- 
herence to what they feel, are basic principles 
of American democracy . ' 1%. ifcight be well to re- 
member that this country Was founded by men whose 
lo*yalty to the inner voices was stronger than their 
allegiance to the constituted authorities,, 

^It's somewhat off the .subject, but one good 
suggestion has. been revived by this controversy,, 
The "Re-gents' should make ROTC optionalo UCLA* 
like all other Federal land grant colleges, must 
offer its students RG/TC training., Whether or not 
this training shall be compulsory* however, is up 
tq the Regent So 

,! In my opinion, the basic ROTC course |.s a 
waste of time and energy for uninterested students 
and a waste of money for the taxpayers, since the 
majority of basic RO students get virtually nothing 
out of the courses .' In addition the H3TC program 
would probably be easier to run and more valuable 
for the students seeking commissions if it were 
composed entirely of vCTlpnrtra-ry- e-ad-e ts , and not 
weighted down with reluctant 'draftees' who drag 
their feet and slovr up the whole process,,**

The meeting described above s sponsored by the ACLUp 
was held at the YWCA 9 Slk Hilgard, Westwood, Calif OJ > on 10/21/51)., 
8 to 10 jPc-Mo. Approximately 37 people were in attendance , with 
the usual group attending | one Negro was present 0 The meeting 
was"opena.d byjths chairman,. EDWAR WARREtTj, director of the 
Institute of Industrial Relations at UCLA, who is a board 
member of the ACLUo Mr« WARREN stated that it is the policy 
of the YWCA to make a statement before the meeting could 
progress© He introduced a gril from the YWCA who stated that 
the YWCA's policy is to rent the facilities • of the YWCA to 
various organizations in the. community., She stated that the 
YWCA. does not receive any funds from various drives and its 
policy is to permit organizations to use its faeili-ties, even 
if they are on the Attorney General's listo 

Mr 0 WARREN then stated that the ACLTJ is not on the 
Attorney General's listo He listed the accomplishments of his 
"good friendj," PAUL JACOBS,, member of the board of directors 
of the Soo Calif o Branch , ACLU, and presently employed by various 
labor unions „ Mr e WARREN stated that he had a great deal of 
hesitation in accepting the chairmanship of this meeting, when 
MARK GOLDEN called him, because he was afraid of, what some 
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people and organizations would say regardihg his chaiimanshipo 
.He then gave the floor to Mr 0 JACOBS* 

PAUL JACOBS stated that there %s an insane drive for 
conformity in the Ua S* todays that this conformity is not 
confined to the Uo S os but that a social order exists throughout 
the world which subjects the people to various type, s of politic 
cal conformity* JACOBS cited an 'instance where a friend of his 
had a boy who loudly stated on a bus that his father was a 
CommUhisto When questioned by ano ther' friend , he stated that 
his profession was that of an economisto This man changed his 
professional title to that of st atis tic ian<> JACOBS states that 
this is just one type of fear and hysteria that prevails in 
the Uo So today o Mr* JACOBS stated that he remembers when 
civil liberties were not as prevalent as, they are today» He 
cited an instance when he traveled to Georgia as a union or- 
ganizer and was beaten by thugs because of his union activities,, 
This condition no Iqnger exists, he- statedo . JACOBS listed some 
of the cases the ACLU has won in its fight for preserving civil 
liberties 0 One case was that of a man named GARCIA $ who had 
joined the CP to get acquainted with some good ■'looking girls e 
When GARCIA found out that the girlis wore red stocking s and 
funny, clothes , he no longer stayed in the Party « JACOBS 
stated that this was an Immigrat ion case in which the Immigra= 
/fcioh Service Was tryihg tq deport GARCIA for mere membership 

/in the CP» The ACLU proved that mere membership in the CP 

'does not constitute grounds for deportation 0 

JACOBS "toJLd of the case of a Caiholic priest who was 
arrestedo This priest was an anti-Semite, anti -Negro 9 etc 
JACOBS stated that the ACLU won his case, even though they 
did. not agree with his Fascist tendencies,, • 

! Another case was the case of a dope peddler who was 
befriended by ACLU* This peddler had swallowed herein and 
the M copg" had pumped hi a stomach to recover the evidence. 
The ACLU claimed this to be an invasion of personal right s<, 
The, ACLU won this case even though this peddler was later 
(Apprehended for the same, thing* The ACLU in this case proved 
the right of personal privacy „ 

Mr<> JACOBS referred very proudly to a local bookie 
case in which the bookie's phone was tapped for evidence,, 
The case was brought before the Supreme Court who ruled that 
wire-tapping was illegalo JACOBS stated that if anyone is 
"tapping your phone 9 remember it is illegal and the Chief of 
Police can be arrested for this illegal procedure <> M .' 
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JACOBS was asked "What is the ACLU ? s, viewpoint on 
Comnunists?" He stated that he defends the right of the CP to 
be on the ballot, and is sure the ACLU shai'es his feelings,, 
He stated that the ACLU would intercede i'f a Communist » s rights 
were being abridged, but if Communists were arrested for spying, 
that would be a different matter,, He stated that he debated 
against a maniac recently on televisions in which he defended 
the right of the CP to be on the ballot. He said he received 
many phone calls denouncing his stand, one in particular asked 
him, "Why don't you go back where those Communists JACK BENNY 
& GEQRGlE JESSEL came f rom?" His reply was, W I would be glad 
to if you wpuld pay my expenses to Palm Springs* n 

He further stated that hysteria has* spread, to such 
-a degree, that the great orgahiz ation, the American Legion, 
has cited, "the Girl Scouts as a subversive group. The American 
Legion might have done a favor to those who dislike Girl Scout 
cookies. Unlike buying a floppy from the veterans where you 
can wear the poppy and thus prevent anyone else from asking 
you to buy the same thing, • can not so display the cookies 
as it is rath©r inconvenient to carry a box of them around. 
You are continuously bothered by you'll girls and when you turn 
them down, they look at you as though you- had just kidnaped 
their mother,, 

JACOBS remarked regarding Senator JOSEPH R. MC CARTHY 9 
that if those in attendance think MC CARNEY, his methods and 
results are bad, "You should read or hear about the La Pollette 
Committee which investigated employers trying to sabotage the f 
union. The latter coirmittee got results with procedure far more 
effective and vicious than MC CAR THY ever had." 

JACOBS 'stated that both he and EDGAR WARREN are members 
of 12 otter organizations. He also stated that from 20 to 30 
UCLA professors and 20 0 students are members of the ACLU. 

A discussion followed this speech in which JACOBS 
was asked how the members of the board of directors of ACLU 
are elected. He stated? "T wish you hadn't asked that. " . 
JACOBS, stated that -the board members are elected in a most 
undemocratic way? they elect themselves. The original board 
of directors of the ACLU was picked in a most Undemocratic way. 
These members were selected by Baldwin, and tibk by a vote of 
the members. The 19ij.O resolution was passed barring Communist 
Party members from the board of directors, and ELIZABETH GURLEY 
PLYNN resigned at that time. Jn l^Zks a new resolution was 
pass barring Communists, fascists, to tal|tar ians, etc., from 
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holding office on any board of directors of the ACLUo This 
new law does not include the branches such as the new one that 
is being proposed in Westwoodo 

A question was asked as to whether the ACLU would 
cooperate with the CRC in alleged abridgement of civil liber° 
tie So JACOBS replied that he did not believe that the CRC was 
truly working for civil liberties and that he did not think 
that the ACLU would work with, such an organ iz ati on. 

A student asked if Mr, JACOBS thought that the ACLU 
would fight the restriction that is placed by the university 
limiting the right to place political advertisements in the 
"Daily Bruin. w This question would have to be acted upon by 
the board of directors of the ACLU* replied Mr, JACOBSo Dis- , 
cuss Ion. then went to the question, "Should the new branch of 
the ACLU include the residents of Westwood and the UCLA students* 
alumni, and faculty, or should this be a strictly all -student 
branch?" Informant said that it should be noted that much time 
arid discussion were given to this question* and that the same 
students repeatedly tHed to win favor for making it a strictly 
UCLA student function.. 

During the discussion, JOEL GO LDP ARB discussed the 
recent ROTC loyalty oatho He stated that something had to be 
done ^immediately, as the issue was brought forward on a Sunday, 
GOLDFARB stated that he had handbills printed and that they 
were legally distributed and that the name of the ACLU had not 
been used because permission from' the board of directors had 
not been granted, GO) LDP ARB wanted to know if this were the 
right action to take in this matter, JACOBS replied that in 
his opinion a two day Waiting period would be detrimental in , 
regard to civil liberties case 1 and that what Mr, GO LDP ARB had 
done, in his opinion, was correct,. 

It was noted that much discussion time was taken by 
several particular persons in the audience. These persons tried 
in every way to first of all get a commitment as to whether 
ACLU would tak£ a strong stand on Law 17 on campus and as to 
whether or not they might make ACLU a recognized campus organ- 
ization, It is ea&y to see that if' the YSL or the LYL could 
get ACLU as a recognized group on campus, that it would help 
their task of getting Rule 17 broken and give them the right 
to. place ads in the "Daily Bruin" of a political nature. It 
would also give these organizations a chance to use ACLU's 
name in the foreground while they ran it from the background,. 
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Mr. WARREN, at the end of the meeting, made a left- 
handed collection pitch in which he stated that the YWCA does 
not permit collections or donations to be taken on YWCA pro- 
per ty 0 He stated that GOLDEN had taken $8 o 00 out of his 
pocket to get this meeting together, and that GOLDEN would be 
standing on the sidewalk and, would accept any remunerati on handed 
to him.o 

This meeting did not elect any officers for the new 
proposed branch of the ACLU, but it was decided by Professor 
WARREN that a new meeting should be held in approximately two 
w«ekSo MARK GOLDEN, by coincidence, was again given the task 
of making arrangements for the new raseting, and all those who 
signed the register would be notified regarding the place and 
date of the next meeting,,

U. S. £7 years' ago, but that he had married a foreigner and that 
the Walter-Mc Carran Law affected him personally. He said; that 
the law af fee ts ( marital relations' and si tuations such as ' these, 
since the foreign born are afraid to speak for ifear of deportation. 
He said that his wife has even, asked him to take it easy. . 
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Informant advisee}, that among the comments heard were? 

"An investigating committee should be set 
up by Congress ''to investigate the JLi'ars and stool 
pigeon-witnesses, and a good man for this job 
would be one of the better Congressmen, Representative 
JAMEJS JBQOSEYELT." . 

Informant advised that all those commenting were against 
the Walter-Mq Carran Law, and they emphasized the importance- of 
every individual working for its repeal, 

Mrs. LOUELLA CHISM indicated that she was not a member 
of the ACPFB, but had attended this conference as a' result of "a 
meeting she Had attended previously regarding a brutal shooting 
of a young Negro boy by a "Los Angeles Examiner" distributor. 
This brutal murder was a direct result of racial discrimination, 
and since this conference was" doing the type of work it is', she 
was all for it. ' * .. : "* 

1 Thd morning session" ad journed at approximately 12gl6 P.M. 
The'members of the audience left to obtain their lunch at various 
places with the exhortation to be'back'in attendance at' 1 P.M. 

-It was noted that above. 'the speaker's rostrum on the 
wall was a sign which reads "For a People's Lobby Against the 
Walter-Mc- Carran Lawo" On the east wall of the room- was a large 
sign reading; "Stop Denial of Due Processess Against Five Million . 
Mexicans in the Southwest." 

The afternoon session started at 1:30 PoM., in the main 
ballroom. ' ANNE PERPICH brought ,the conference to order and intro- 
duced ROSE SPECTOR, wife of FRANK SPEC TOR, who greeted' the audience 
on /behalf of '-the victims of the Walter-Mc 'Carran Law, and stated 
that they would continue their fight io repeal the law. , '■■'{ 

ANNE PERPICH then introduced the chairman 'of the after- 
noon session,' MAURICIO TERRAZ-AS. . ' 

TERRAZAS referred fco.a conference held in Buenos Aires 
where he stated the people of the Latin American countries are 
beginning to fight 'back, and are' taking up the fight for ' independence 
primarily for economic reasons." He seated that the Mexican people 
are beginning to express, themselves against the Walter-Mc Carran 
Law**" Also he said the^' the trade unions^ such as the CIO & AFL, 
have gone on record as being against this law. TERRAZAS; then 
introduced the next speaker, Mr, WILLIAM LAWRENCE „ as president 
of Local 13 of the ILWU, ,

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'LAWRENCE stated that he had spoken at a conference a 
'couple of months ago in t|he sane hotel and had <, at that time, 
stated that the FBI probably had a direct pipe line into the con- 
ference, "because, as some of the members knew, some of the FBI 
w^s directly across the street. He then stated that "they can 
add another page io my dossier as they seem to know everything 
that I say, and have told me so." 

Regarding the BRIDGES Case, LAWRENCE stated that HARRY 
BRIDGES is going to trial for the fifth time on 6/20/55, He 
stated that the ILWU is going to back HARRY BRIDGES 10,0 % s as 
they have in the pasto He said that Local- 13 of the ILWO has 
put $60, 000,00 into the fight for BRIDGES as a matter ot principle, 
"We intend to take another assessment to continue the fight," 
he -s-aixL LAWRENCE further stated- that the ILWU has gone on record 
agains-t the Walter-Mc Carran Law, He said that- the ILWU has many 
members who have come under fire of the Walter-Mc Carran Law, 
He stated that 'the Filipino-Americans are afraid to go to Alaska 
because they are screened under the Walter-Mc Carran Law and have 
much difficulty in getting back. into the U« S e This situation 
exists also in Hawaii because/anyone leaving the continental '- 
limits of the U, S. who is foreign-born is subject to the restriction 
of the Walter-Mc Carran; Act even though they go to a territory 
or possession of the U, 'S, 

LAWRENCE stated that the' ILWU, Local 13, will join' the 
ACPFB in the fight against the Walter-Mc Carran Act, and he stated 
that he 'felt sure that Action on this subject will be taken tip 
during the coming ILWU convention to be held in Long' Beach Civic- 
Auditorium, lj/lj./55, LAWRENCE remarked that the City of Long 
Beach was furnishing the auditorium free of charge. 

Duri-ng-a short discussion period, MARTIN HALL stated 
from the floor that he had .come to this country from' Germany 'during 
the Hitler purges and thought" that he was getting away' from suppression, 
but ^ that now he feels the Walter-Mc Carran Law has replaced the 
Nazi method of incrimination and persecution. Informant advised 
that MARTIN HALL is a member of the HASP and a prominent writer 
for left-wing 'periodicals. He is a writer and lecturer, " 

HARRY CARLISLE was next introduced as chairman of the 
Nominations Committee, CARLISLE nominated as Honorary Chairman of 
-the LACPFB, irhe Right Reverend WALTER MITCHELL/, ■ 

MITCHELL stated that he would be glad to serve as 
Honorary Chairman, but felt that more than one persqn. should be 
nominated. The meeting' was opened for nominations. No other

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nominations were made. The motion was made, seconded, and carried 
that Rev. MITGHELL serve, as Honorary Chairman for the next year* 
Prior to accepting, MITCHELL, stated that he was not a Communist., 
and' did not believe in C ommuni sm, • but that he believed thai} they 
had the' right to express themselves as does anyone else. He 
further stated that perhaps he could convert some of the Communists.

Approximately 89 persons attended the Trade Union Panel 0 

This panel met in Parlor A«, third floor, room 379; of 
the Alexandria Hotel. Co-chairman of the panel was FRANK GREEN, 
member of the AFL Jewelry Workers Union. He opened the panel by 
stating that discussion would be limited to three minutes. Sitting 
at" the speaker's rostrum, and 1 'acting as secretary and co-chairman, 
was ROY LUNDT. 

The chairman, stated that- two- reports would be given, 
one by PAUL PERLIN, and the other, by Mrs. NORIEGA, wife of a deportee. 

. PAUL PERLIN spoke on the repeal 'of the Walter-Mc Carran 
Act. He stated that enforcement of the acyt takes away the most 
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militant fighters 'of the unions. This is an overall plan to 
break the -unions* Take away the most militant fighters, and the 
fight-back power -of any union* and there is 'nothing left. The 
deportation and harassment of*' workers tak«es the "salt" out of unions. 
Secrti-on -23- of the Walter -Mc Carran Act restricts association and 
travel of militant unionists. "When militant unionists can no 
longer travel -and as-soolate with other militant trade unionists, 
the unions" suffer and become ineffective.' PEBLIN suggested that 
aliens -working in various 'plants should b.e contacted and their 
life stories should be made public to other members of 'the union,' 
bo that then when deportations spring up, commit ties wi^l also 
"spring up over-night with little effort on the part of the union 
members. PERL IN suggested that an Actions Continuation Committee 
should be set up to handle various deportation fights. ' 

The next speaker to take the rostrum was Mrs.' JOSE 
NORIEGA, wife of a deportee. She stated that the audience would 
have to bear with her as this was the first time' she ".had ever 
spoken in public. She stated that, she worked four years for &he 
•Government and for twenty years in a "-sweat shop" sewing. She 
stated that 'during her experience in various sewing' shops, which 
incidently were "non-union shops,,", the : conditions^ were' terrible, 
bordering on slave shops; Mrs 0 NORIEGA stated that her husband 
is a fighting militant trade unionist and nothing' more. For' 
that- reason, the -Immigration Dept. /'is 'trying to deport h^m.." ' 

Next the discuss ion was held. ADOLPH LARSON, a deportee 
-and -member of the A(PL Ironworkers, Local £09 s ' stated that; all" 
union mail should be rubber stamped '"Repeal the Walter-Mc Carran 
Law 0 " 

ANNA'bUBRAUSKAS criticized the ta'ctics Used by : some 
unions.'

■ HENRY/ SAZER,, member of ■ the Capmakers Union, stated 
that most frcnt offices of unions Will not support any organiza- 
tion that has been listed as subversive by the Attorney General* 
Independent. trade union committees should be set up to meet- 
outside of tjhe. uniph, consisting ' of union members, to formulate 
policy and plan action in cases of deportation and -the Walter- 
lYfc Carran Law*. 

STANLEY CATE of the AFL Hod Carriers Union,- stated that 
there are ij.,000 Mexican -Americans .in hJLs union.

Mr, ROSENBAUM 
further stated that Supreme Court Justice JACKSON gave .a decision 
regarding this case. JACKSON said the judge was in error in his 
instructions to the jury, but since he did rule that no inference 
could, be drawn, -the -ruling was ^egal., ROSENBAUM said- that the 
cases of Spector against U. S . and Belfrage Against U. S, , ruled 
that no inference would 'be taken when' a defendant claims the privilege 
of the Fifth Amendment e 

It was said that in the 'case of an employee, he' waives 
his Constitutional rights the day he is employed. He must answer

ROSENBAUM. concluded by saying that it is his personal 
opinion that no 1 inference can be drawn against an" alien who claims 
the rights of the Fifth Amendment . 

ESTHER SHANDIER introduced the next speaker, -attorney 
JOHN PORTER, to speak on the subject of "Denaturalization 
Procedures," 

PORTER stated that he did not have too much first-hand 
knowledge, but had in his possession the Harvard Law Revi ew.- He 
said the statute which the Government uses to denaturalize is Sec- 
tion 3k0 of the Walter-Mc Carran Act, which was passed in 1952, 
and 'supercedes the 1^0 Act, Attorney PORTER said that in the 
1940 Act the Government authprized and directed Congress to proceed 
on "the denaturalizing ~of aliens' on grounds 1 of fraud, certificate 
illegally' obtained) and proof .of 'intent to deceive. PpRTER rurther 
.stated that £he 1952 Act changed the wording by substituting in 
the place' of fraud, concealment "of material fact, and/or willful 
misrepresentation of the facts. ' ' 

PORTER stated that in 1906, the Nationality Act was' 
passed. This" protect ed the alien "against unjustified proceedings. 
The U, S. Attorney must supply"an affidavit on complaint., The 
Ninth Circuit Court recently ruled that the H«. S. Attorney is not 
required to , furnish an affidavit on a" complaint, but in the Schwinn 
Case before the So, District of New York, the Gourt ruled that, 
the" U. S . Attorney must file an affidavit, 

PORTER said that in the 1952 Act it is necessary, to- prove 
the intent and knowledge, and that this seems to narrow the act 
rather than broaden it*

He said that nationality 
groups should be heard from, and that everyone was invited "to speak. 

WALTER MARTIN, a Negro, was elected as the Nationalities 
Panel member on the Resolutions" Coirmi£teeo 

Dr. SANFORD GOLDNER gave a short talk on the "Stake of 
Nationalities Groups in the Walter -Mo Carran Law." He, stressed 
the important contributions which" fqreign-born people have made 
in<the Uo S. -In substance, Dr. GOLDNER said: 

The Anglo-Saxon supremacy idea has been induced oh 'the 
public ijefcmrae "the big industrialists in the middle' of the' last 
contrary -reoerved so much, publicity ; and credit for the expansion 
of our -economy. At the same time, however, many people from 
Southeastern lEurope emigrated to the U. S'« "to supply the labor 
force" to this industrial development. The foreign-born have con- 
tributed much, including the arts'and sciences, finance, professions, 
etc. This country was founded with foreign-born, yet the Walter - 
Mc Carran .Law tends to make the foreign- born second-class citizens. 
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The ^.aw discriminates against the minority people. The Jewish 

community is finally waking up to the anti-Semetic quality of the 

various investigations and charges. In the past the Anti-Defamation 

League of B'nai B'rith treated as coincidence the fact t;hat so 

many Jews -were singled -out as subversive and loyalty risks, but 

now %-t Is waking up "to -the fact that it. is more than, coincidence. X 

The -Fort Monmouth -invest igations were a go od example of this. 

The majority of the employees fired as security risks at Port 

Monmouth-were Jews. Now, the various Jewish clubs and cultural 

'societies are beginning to fight back and register their protests. 

Dr. GOLDNER outlined a program of what to do against the Walter- " 

Mc Carran Law in order to get it repealed. The program includes 

seven points of action, which, are: 

1. Campaign to get 1,000 prominent persons from 
the Southwest to write letters to their Congressmen 
urging public hearings on all legislation pending 

to repeal or revise this law. 

2. Visit Congressmen with delegations during the 
Easter period, at which time they v?ill be home. 

3. Organize delegations to visit state assembly- 
men and state senators during the Easter weekend. ' 
Ask them to introduce a resolut ion' to memorialize * 
Congress to repeal the Walter-Mc Carran Law.

- ij..~Urge your council candiates to speak out against 
the law. 

£. Continue writing letters and telegrams to your 
Congressmen and to the Chairmen .of the Senate and House 
Judiciary Committees. .» 

6. Write letters to your newspapers on the 
Walter-Mc Carran Law. * ~ • 

7» Rais.e funds for our $25,000 fund dr1.ve so 
that we can continue to effectively defend the victims 
and organize the fight*' to repeal the Walter-Mc Carran 
Law . 

Dr. GOLDNER stated that he would take minutes on the 
discussion and report black to the floor of the conference on what 
. transpired in the Nationalities Panel. 

The panel meeting was opened to discussion by UHRIN, 
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WALTER MARTIN, Negro, spoke and told of the way the 
Negroes' are affected by the Walt ejr-?Mc .Carran Law.. -The Negro 
has second and third class, citizenship in this country, not 
only in the Southern. States, but all over, When the foreign- 
born citizens are mistreated under this immigration law, -She 
Negro people suffer too, MARTIN, said that this country is supposed 
to be run by the people and the people should demand their rights. 
The Walter-Mc Carran Law must be : repealed, 

CLEVELAND HARRIS, a 'West Indies Negro, stated that "• 
deportation follows r'evqcation of citizenship; that any law that 
threatens to take away citizenship is dangerous and must be fought. 

M IKE DANIELS, circulation' manager of theDPW, stated 
that he was a Greek and was being threatened with deportation. 
He said that' all Greeks are not restaurant owners, The Greek" 
people have 'contributed much in this country, in the trade union 
movement and other important aspects of American life. - He, urged 
adoption of a resolution, to defend' the 7f? Greek people who are 
presently threatened with deportation under the Walt er-Mc ' Carran 
Law. 

An "unidentified Japanese, man, approximately 3^ years 
of age, very thinly built, urged the repeal of the ,Walter»Mc Carran 
Law. He" stated that there are .many foreign language newspapers 
which are fighting to repeal the flaw. He proposed that the 
ACPFB act as a clearing house to' translate the various language 
newspaper^, so everyone could' get the benefit of thes ( e papers. 

RALPH DUNN, aka: ADDISON DUNBAR., ider^tif^ed himself 
and stated his protest against the Walter-Mc Carran Law, -

Italian-born people have made in this country. Informant described

This man stated that n liberals"and "progressives 11 like himself 
hesitate to try to get support of conservative groups.. He said 
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many people are against the Walter-Mc Carran Law when they know 
the facts. He related that he is a member 0% a conservative 
'organization called the "Federation of the Sons of, Columbus," 
an Italian group 0 He talked to members of this group, including 
the president. "The 'Federation of the Sons of Columbus"went on 
record as opposing the Walter-Mc Carrah Law and published an 
article condemning this law in .the "Italian official j organ of 
the Federation of the Sons of Columbus o" This man urged those 
in attendance to, inform the public of the many bad features of 
the Walter-Mc Carran Law. 

"A' "number of people in the audience stated thai} they 
were members .of clubs which have made pledges of .money ^oward' 
-the $25,'000,~ !: -goar-p-f 4tne LACPFB.' 'Among these were several Jewish 
"Clubs, -the City Terrace Cultural Club, Santa Monica Public Forum, 
Emma Lazarus Club, Harbor Progressive Club, and others, it was 
-noted "that many speakers spoke in broken English with definite 
foreign accents, although some claimed to have lived in t his 
country 'for many years.' , ' ■ •■ 

. The City Terrace Cultural Club, according to one mem- 
ber at 'this meeting, had made plans to visit Representative CHET 
HOLIFIELD durfng the Easter - season and attempt to persuade him 
to ask for public hearings on the Walter-Mc Carran Law and urge 
for its repeal, 

'Dr. SAMFOHD G-OLDNER guided the theme of the panel and 
told the group what his. report tp : the floor 'of 'the conference 
would be, Which was a sumraary of the dis'cussion. 

The seven points of action which were outlined were 
approved by the Panel on Nationalities with emphasis placed 
on visits- and letter-writing campaigns to members of the' Calif, 
and national Legislatures, and the * raising of 'funds for the 
ACPFB for the defense of victims,, and the organization of the 
fight to repeal the Walter-Mc Carran Law. 

This panel adjourned 1 'to the Main Ballroom of the, ' 
Alexandria Hotel at abq'ut I}. P,M, ; 

The Community and Religious 'Panel met in the ballroom, 
second floor (mezzanine )' of the hotel. Approximately 70-80 people 
attended. . 

JANET STEVENSON, former drama teacher at U.S.C. who 
was fired for refusal to answer questions of the Board of Regents, 
U.S.C, was chairman. 
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JANET STEVENSON opened the panel discussion by listing 
the number of people affected by the Walter-Mc Carran Law. She 
stated that naturalized citizens, derivative citizens, Negroes, 
and even native-born citizens were affectedo She then called 
attention to the printed list of organizations (see Exhibit #6) 
-which had expre-s-sed opposition to the Walter-Mc Carran Law, 
She explained -tha't -these' organizations were "new" organizations 
and that "the ll'st Tra-s by -no means complete, , She stated that in 
this panel they were to discuss ways of forming a people's lobby,, 
She listed the following questions to be kept in mind j 

1, What can I or my organization do with 
respect to contacting others and other organizations? 

2 0 What can we do in the way of forming new 
organ iz ations ? 

3o How can we publicize the "Gestapo Tactics" 
of the Immigration Service? 

JANET STEVENSON then opened the panel to discussion 
from the floor. 

An unidentified woman of the Harbor 'Committee, x^hich 
informant stated was believed to be the Harbor Defense Committee, 
took tbe floor first and stated that the best way to reach the 
public was through television. She lauded the TV program put on 
by the IPP and stated that she felt this type of program would 
be good for this fight. 

DALE LAWLESS (phonetic), president of the Santa Monica 
Open Forum, stated that they have seven delegates, and she said 
that she felt that if each community does not have an open forum - 
one should be organized. She stated that in Santa Monica the 

city fathers" called the Open Forum a bunch of "Reds," but now 
even some" city fathers" attend regularly. She said that the " 
favorite tactic of the "G-estapo People" was to confuse the people. 
"Don't let them do it," she pleaded,, 

The next speaker was ART TAKE I who stated that he was a 
representative of the IPP. TAKEI said that all must join in the 
fight against the fascistic attacks of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service through the ' us e of the Walter-Mc Carran 
Act. TAKEI said that the racist and fascist character of the 
law must be taken off the abstract basis and put on a concrete 
basis. He said that the law designates certain racial and national 
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groups as'ltffoaSfpSV He said a .good " example of this is contained 
in the quota system which permits only 185 Japanese as compared 
■to 50,000 prxtons . , This quota system is set up by politicians 
w^o want to keep this country pure, which, according tp the 
pqliticans ' .concept, -means white, Anglo-Saxon* Here in the 
Southwest, said TAKEI, the most flagrant violation is the attack 
"on the Mexican people. He said that we should use the tremendous 
protest of the Mexic an people to defeat this law. TAKE I then 
proceeded to make proposals to be followed in defeating the 
Walter-Mc Carran Law, and they were substantially 3s follows? 

1, Utilize existing organizations, such as 
American Friends Service Committee, Pasadena Conference 
on Immigration and Naturalization, 590 No. Vermont, and 
the ACLJJ. 

2, Conduct special activities centered 
around the observance of Cinco de.Mayo 0 

(a.) In each community haye 
observance of Cinco de.Mayo, 
with a panel or a forum f organized, 
emphasizing the Walter-Mc Carran 
Act and the attack on the Mexican 
people . 

(b.) Reach the general public 
through the, media of TV and 
radio, and if possible' newspaper 
ads. In the newspaper they should 
print a coupon at the bottom 
offering free information for 
those interested. TAKE I stated that 
when the IPP used this coupon 
system they got 170 new contacts,

The next speaker was PEARL P AG-EL SON who stated 
that she was a member of, the Emma Lazarus Jewish Club. She 
stated that she -was xl±a appointed that her club had not been 
included in the list of "those opposing the Walter-Mc Carran Act. 
She s-bated~that in 195?, (or 1950) her club collected 3,lj.00 
signatures in opposition to the bill. She further staged that 
her organization had contacted the Jewish Community Council., 
590 Wo. Vermont, for a speaker on the Walter-Mc Carran Act. She 
said -that 'the -speaker "balked on the bill and did- some "red baiting" 
during his talk, but when he heard, all the arguments he changed 
his mind.- (Presumably with regard to "red baiting.") 

Next speaker on the agenda was NINA FIRESTONE, wife of 
FRED FIRESTONE, who stated that sxie was' a part of a husband and' 
wife team, both of whom were up for deportation. She stated" 
that she was a member of the Jewish- American Cultural Club. 
In line with TV programs, she referred to the ED MURROW Show 
which discussed the Walter-Mc Carran Act. She said that she 
felt that MURROW went overboard to be impartial to the point 
that he gave Repres. WALTER the last word^ and the opposition 
had no chance for rebuttal. She -stated that all organizations 
should elect permanent' committees- on the foreign born, and that 
the meetings' should be continued after instant conference. 

The next speaker was SYDNEY CHISM (phonetic), a 
Negress, of the " CHISM Trail" family, she said. SYDNEY CHISM 
stated that years ago only a few Negroes were in this area. She 
said she could remember when West Adams area was all white and 1 
now it "is all black. No™* she said, the Negroes are coming 
from, the South by the hundreds. Most- of these people do not 
know" anything about voting because they could not learn in the 
South. "Years ago I didn't know how to vote, but you people 
taught me," she said. "Teach the Negro how to vote, and you will 
have a large force on your side., -I think that Instead of living 
as Africans, Jews, or whites, if we could learn to think and 1 ' 
act like fellow humans, we would get along better.- i have 
associated with whites, and whites have associated, w it h blacks. 
I am no whiter and they are no blacker from the associations, 
because it don*t rub off."

The next speaker was ESTHER (GASTO (phonetic) from the 
Valley. She stated that she is a Jewess and a Unitarian. She

said that HAROLD SMITH (?) was her minister. She related how 
when she first went out* to £he Valley she was looked upon as an 
outsider. She stated that she tried and finally 'succeeded in 
gaining the confidence of others, and" now was one of them. 
"Gain this confidence and the battle is half won," she said, 
and then she said that the next Sunday, Mr. and Mrs. DAVID HYUN 
would be guests at her church. 

The next speaker was REUBEN BOROUGH whc5, stated that 
he was from the Unitarian Fellowship for- Social Justice. The 
problem we face, said BOROUGH, is that of converting the whole 
body of the American people, not just the foreign born alone. 
He stated that the Fourth of July celebration is coming up 
and that all should take the American tradfcion and use it for 
all its worth. 

BOROUGH said that the writers of the Declaration of 
Independence said' that all men are' created equal and later 
Lincoln echoed these words. These men meant exactly what they ■ 
said, "all men}' not just Englishmen. BOROUGH said that ART 
TAKEI had a good idea when 'he said, "visit your Congressmen;" 
even if ^he delegates do not change the minds of their- Con- 
gressmen, they do destroy their morale and build up the morale 
of the delegation, . ' 

-The next speaker was ESTHER' SAZER who described her-' 
self as a deportee. She stated that she was gratified for these 
yearly ' get-togethers where all could see and understand what is 
being done. She. stated that the organizations who say they are 
against the "Walt ^r-Mc Carran Act' should be contacted again 
and asked, "What , now are you willing to come with us and squelch 
this law?"' 

JANET STEVENSON, chairman, . then announced that they 
would have to elect a member for the Resolutions Committee <,' 
The following names were placed In nomination: 

ART TAKEI MARTIN HALL 

REUBEN W. BOROUGH HARRY CARLISLE' " -' 

After TAKEI, HALL, & CARLISLE declined, . it was moved, seconded, 
and carried .that the election of REUBEN V. BOROUGH be made 
unanimous. The vote was so ordered by the chairman. 

The next speaker was LILLIAN - KESSLER from the Jewish 
Community -Council, Santa Monica. .She stated that her ..organization 
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passed a resolution against the Walter-Mc Carran Act in 195>2, but 
no fur'ther action was taken. She stated' that the ,By~Laws of 
her organization call for a ".free platform, " and : that before 
any actibn can be taken on a resolution, both sides, pro and 
con,' must be heard. She' stated that they 'could not obtain a 
speaker who would talk "proi 1 on the Walter-Mc Carran Act, 

LILLIAN KESSLER stated that she has heard many legal 
analyses of the Walter-Mc Carran Act but they' all lose her in 
the first few minutes. She felt' that the human element should 
be stressed. She felt a need for 'working with the rank and file 
of the organizations., She suggested informal' "house party" 
meetings with from ten to twenty persons present to guarantee 
a chain reaction. - ' 

The next speaker was FRANK WHITLEY, Negro, who was 
described by JANET STEVENSON as a "con's tant companion of PAUL 
ROBESON. " ' 

WHITLEY stated that a recent survey showed that 60% 
of ';-the pec-ple in the U, So go to church and that Q2f 0 of the ' 1 
Negroes- in the U. S. go to church. In line with the's.e statistics, 
WHITLEY said, the Negro people' shouid be contacted through their 
churches. He suggested^ that a delegation be sent to "minis ters 
■alliances to present "qur fighto" . 

The next speaker was LOUISE LAUER . She suggested' that 
each organization represented at 'instant conference be asked -to 
elect a member to a Continuations Committee. 

Next speaker was MARTIN, HALL of the HASP. He. suggested 
Individual' contacts, with stress oh the human aspects of the 
Walter-Mc Carran Act-. He said that all should mobilize? the 
arts and sciences into this fight. He stressed the fact that 
the U. S, has barred scientists an'd even minister s w from the U. S. 
under this law, and sortie of thos'e.who were permitted to come in 
,were' seriously restricted. Due to the restrictions of this 
law, the Uo S. has lost, the place of leadership in the arts and 
sicences, A * • 

'The next speaker was HARRY CARLISLE who was lauded by 
JANET STEVENSON for his work as editor' of the booklet, "For' a 
People's Lobby to Fight the Walter-Mc Carran Law* " 

CARLISLE stated that he was receiving some' undue 
compliments because the artists and writers really made the 
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booklet possible. CARLISLE seated that he wanted to stress a 
few tilings to be kept in mind in this fight; 

1, Support the. Cellers Bill* #636 

2. Remove control of the Immigration 

and Naturalization Service from' the Justice Dept 0 

3« Write letters to' head of Judiciary- Com- 
mittees of Congress and fight for' open hearings 
on the 35 bills now pending to alter or repeal the 
,Walter-Mc Car ran Act 0 

A. motion was then made to go on record as forming a- 
Continuations Committee to work in conjunction with the LACPFB. 
The motion was seconded and, carried, , , 

LILLIAN FRITZ & FANYA JACKSON were selected 1 as pos- 
sible members of • such a committee'.. 

JANET STEVENSON asked' all present to write a letter, 
patterned after a sample furnished, to their Congressmen urging 
repeal of the Waltei?-Mc Carran Act. 

» After this the panel adjourned. 

At approximately i| PjM,. the conference's general session 
was re-opened in the main ballroom of th,e' Alexandria Hotel. 
DAVID HYUN, one of the "Terminal Island Pour," opened the meeting. 
HYUN thanked: the LACPFB for its fight for him in his '.dep or tat ion 
fight. He stated that the Justice Dept.. has "been trying for 
many years to deport- him to Korea. HYUN urged' the audience to 
protest the discontinuance 'of Rev. " STEPHEN H . FRITCHMAN »s 'radio 
prog-ram, the "Unitarian. Hour , " on Station' KABC, which had' 
been di'sc-ontinued -w±th no reason given. He' stated that Rev. 
IRITCHMAN'' s program can- now be heard on Station XERB," San Diego, 
6:30 P.M., each Sunday, 1090 on the dial.. HYUN then ' introduced 
PRITCHMAN as,' the final afternoon - chairman. Informant, advised^' 
that' STEPHEN/ H. PRITCHMAN is the present pastor of ike First ""' 
Unitarian Church of LA, 2936 ¥. 8th St., LA. 

PRITCHMAN' stated that the foreign-born have co'n- 
-trihuted -greatly to the U. S.'s culture and that « presently the 
U. S. is trefng weakq-ned by the denial' of international exchange 
of information in the scientific, cultural, and artistic fields, 
PRITCHMAN quoted words of Benjamin' Franklin in a letter he wrote 
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iri ±7:Q2f seating "Strangers are welcomed here Where there is 
room enough foif all." He -also read a passage at this time 
from a speech Abraham Lincoln gave in Chicago on 7/'k./$& 9 in which 
Lincoln stated,, ' "Men come from Europe egual in all things,," 

FRITCHMAN stated that those who seek to denaturalize 
the foreign-born are' the true Un=Amer ic ans of today,, He further 
staged that 'no slander or assault can succeed in destroying the 
LACPPB. FRITCHMAN concluded that he wanted to pay his respects 
to RO&E CHE RUTIN, ABNER GREEN & Bishop MITCHELL and the staff of ' 
the LACPPB, for the tremendous >w0rk that they have' done,, 

FRITCIMAN then introduc fed MAX HITTLEMAN who gave the 
Financial 'Report of the LACPFB. 

' HITTIEMAN stated'that in. 1953, the LACPFp was'.'actively 
enga'ged in 'the defense of 90 deportees,, but tha ( t during 1 195J-W 
this 'number- rose to 130 cases'. * He listed the financial report 
which -indicated that, on the LACPPB had $5, 6 05.00 dn 

hand. _ He" listed the total expenditures of the LACPPB for 1951j., 
as, $ij.8 j 500. 00, which, he stated, ampurits to '"about $900.00 a ' 
-week. He stated that the LACPPB has adopted a 1955 budget of 
$50,Q00.00. He stated that' the committee "figures that if each 
person present would donate or raise $8o»00 each, half ' of the 
budget would be met. H ITTLEMAN w.ent into some detail on how the 
contributions were made and how they were spent. These con-' 
tri'butions were made by birthday parties, mass meetings \ testi- 
monial dinner^, and contributions' from persons and organizations, 
including conferences.-

FRITCHMAN then introduced RAPHAEL KOEN IGSBERG. ' 

KOENIGSBERG related an experience he had while in the 
Ui'S. Army as ' an Army officer, in Germariy at the end of World 
War' II o The substance of this was that some 'people in ( concen- 
tration camps, who- were not in as" good a physical shape as 
others remained alive while some of those in good physical shape 
had died. He stated that ©ne ' man 'interviewed explained this 
'phenomena by "stating "Those who knew why they were in the con- 
centration camps and believed in their ideas had so-mething to 
live for,"

> KOENIGSBERG told of- the needs for funds to continue 
the fight against the ¥alt er-Mc Carran Law and asked for con- 
tributions. The Ushers weijt through' the audience collecting money. 
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PITCHMAN then introduced FANYA B EM STEIN, chairman 
of the Credentials Committee, to give her report'. 

FANYA BERNSTEIN s'tat ed'. $hat the total registrations 
were 325 delegates and observers. She stated that the delegates 
and Observers were representative of trade unions, defense com- 
•mlttees, national it ie-s groups, cultural organizations, jEmma : 
Lazarus Clubs, deportees, press, community, and religious or- 
ganizations,, legal organizations, WLA, IPP, NLC, Community Medical 
Foundation,' VALB, CRC, CEDQ , HASP, SCPC, and CCPfF representatives. 
Of "those- registered, ■ g8 expressed; the desire to attend the 
Nationalities Panel, (PI the Community' and Religious Panel, 
89 the' Trade- Union Panel, 3J4. the Mass Deportation of Mexicans'' 
Panel, and^ 6 the 'Legal Panel,. " ( 

ESTHER SHANDLER,, attorney, was then introduced by 
FRITCHMAN, ' as being the chaiiman of the 'Legal Panel, to, report 
on the activities of this panel. , 

SHMDLER' stated that the' Legal Panel had, discussed , 
technical questions and' questions on deportation. 'The attorneys 
have thus far defended 130 cases. It was reported that many 
attorneys had protested the violation of the rights of Mexicans 
by the Immigration officials, and that there would be' no mass 
deportations. She further reported that the legal group for 
the LACPFB has 'succeeded in having one case suspended,* one case 
dismissed, and. in another instance where it was notified' of the 
arrest la-te, succeeded" in having the man released from Terminal 
Island Jail on bail pending appeal,, 

FRITCHMAN then introduced ROY^LUNDT, who reported on 
the T,rade Union Panel. , 

ROYLUNDT,' a member of Local 26, ILWU, reported that 
there were 90' people present, on this panel, and tha't they had 
discussed two needs/i 

I'. How to work to draw unions into the 
fight against deportation. 

2 0 To, work for the repeal 1 of the Walt er- 
Mc Carran Law. 

LUNDT stated that it was urged .in the panel that local 
unions should be asked to notify the LAG PFB' if anyone of their • 
members were attacked under the Walter-Mc Carran Law. " He stated 
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that two reports were given* one by PAUL PERLIN and one by Mrs, 
NORIEGA, wife of JOSE NORIEGA,, a deportee; He further stated 
that the panel had formed a standing continuations committee 
of rank and file members ''to act on legislation. 

, . FRITCHMAN then introduced Dr. • SANFORD GOLDNER^ alleged' 
to-be head of the Jewish Information Service, and former president 
of the American Jewish Labor Council, to report on the Nationalities 
Panel. 

GOLDNER gave a summary of the discussions in the 
Nationalities Panel. He stated that there were representatives 
from the following/ nationalities ; Japanese, West Indies, 
Negro', Jewish, Hungarians, Italian,' ajid Greek* 

These representatives told of the effect of the 
Walter-Mc Carran Law on their particular nationality group. 
The panel members told of the contributions and activities of 
their representative groups r egar ding : the f-ight against the 
Walter-Mc ;Carr an Law. WALTER MARTIN, Negro, was 'elected as fee 
Nationalities Panel member on the Resolutions Corrmi^tee 0 
GOLDNER related., that MIKE DANIELS , Circulation Manager of the 
DPW, challenged the Italians that the Greeks would raise more 
money for the fund drive to 

GOLDNER said that the- seven point program of action 
recommended by the LACPFB had. been discussed and approved by 
"the -pan-el, VstItdu-s -group-s pirated "their contriubitons arid what 
they were agoing to do in the fight to repeal the Walter-Mc Carran 
Law,. 

FRITCHMAN then introduced JANET STEVENSON to report 
on the Community and Religious Panel.' 

JANET STEVENSON stated that she had forgotten to count 
the house so that ' she could not report on how many were on her 
panel. She estimated that there were between and 100 persons 
present. She stated that her panel was full of lively discussion 
and that there were representatives of many organizations, -including 
the Emma Lazarus Clubs, and the Santa Monica Open Forum. She 
further stated that her panel suggested the open , for urn' type of 
meeting for communities which heretofore had had no open forum. 
She stated that one member of the panel suggested informal 
house parties as gatherings in which the human aspects of the 
Walter-Mc Carran Law would be discussed. She reported that her 
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panel had also selected members for a continuations committee* 
STEVENSON further stated that her panel stressed visits to 
Congressmen by delegations during the Easier holidays 0 She 
stated that? i n her panel it was suggested' tha t celebrations be 
held in conjunction with Cinco de Mayo to enlist? the support of 
the Mexican groups and other individuals into this _ fight. 

PRITCHMAN then introduced ABEL CASTRO to report on 
the Mass Deportations of Mexicans in the Southwest, 

ABEL CASTRO stated that Attorney WILLIAM SAMUELS spoke 
on the Walter-Mc Carran Law, stressing the fact that "due processes" 
were being violated by the Immigration authoritie s , in that the 
burden of proof had been placed on the deportees. CASTRO stated 
that his panel discussed and recommended that road-blocks and 
illegal shakedowns be abandoned. He stated that unde.r the Walter- 
Mc Carran Act the law is being violated by Immigration officials 
who invade the homes of Mexicans and conduct illegal searches 
without proper warrants » He stated that some of the persons are 
even deported without benefit of legal counsel. His panel, recom- 
mended that the trade unions help the Mexicans obtain employment, 
and further recommended that petitions be sent to the United Nations 
protesting the mass deportation of Mexicans. He further stated 
that a new mass deportation drive was expected in June 1955<» 

■ARTHUR DMYTRYK was next introduced as chairman of the 
Resolutions Conmittee which was made up of the delegates from 
each panel. , 

DMYTRYE stated that due to the number and length of 
the resolutions he would read only the "titles, and if any 
explanation was needed he would then elaborate further. He 
listed the resolutions as follows:
